Company Law Amendment Committee 


The Committee, appointed by the President of the Board of 
Trade, to consider, under the chairmanship of Mr. Justice 
(ohen, the amendment of the company law, has held two 
meetings. The Committee has decided to invite various organi- 
sations and individuals to submit written statements of their 
views on the subjects which fall within the scope of the Com- 
mittee’s enquiry. The organisations and individuals will be 
invited to submit general recommendations and also to make 
suggestions under the following main headings—restrictions on 
use of names, shares of no par value, prospectuses and offers for 
sale, private companies, debentures, shares and debentures held 
by nominees, financial relations between companies (including 
subsidiary companies) and directors and former directors, balance 
sheets and profit and loss accounts, appointment and functions 
of auditors, relations of holding and subsidiary companies, share- 
holders’ control, protection of classes and minorities, liability 
of companies for acts of their officials, reconstruction and amalga- 
mation, investigation of affairs of companies and winding-up. 

When the Committee has studied the written statements sub- 
mitted, they will proceed to hear oral evidence. 

The Committee will be prepared to receive the suggestions of 
any organisation or individual, apart from those invited, whether 
they have general suggestions to make or particular suggestions 
mder any one, or all, of the headings set out above. Com- 
munications should be addressed to the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee at Romney House, Tufton Street, London, 8.W.1. 


Consumer Rationing 


TAILOR’S AND HAIR CANVAS, HAIR CLOTH 
AND FOX FUR SKINS 
No. 19 ORDER 

(1) Tailor’s canvas, hair canvas, hair cloth and fox fur skins 
are now rationed. 

(2) Hitherto, tailor’s canvas, hair canvas and hair cloth have 
not been rationed as they were intended to be used by tailors 
for lining clothing. It has been found, however, that the cloths 
have been diverted to other uses, with the result that tailors have 
tot been able to obtain the supplies they need. By rationing 
the cloth tailors will be assured of adequate supplies. “Any 
Mail customer who wishes to buy these cloths will have to 
surrender 3 coupons a square yard, as any cloth containing over 
lb per cent. by weight of horse hair or a mixture of horse hair 

id other wool is now classed as “Group I” material, and 
lequires coupons accordingly at the same rates as woollen cloth. 

(3) In order to enable tailors and their suppliers to continue 
toobtain coupon-free supplies of these cloths, a General Licence, 
8. R. & O. 1943 No. 1000) has been issued enabling one trader 
2 supply these materials to another without coupons if the

1941, paragraph 4. The buyer, however, may only use the 

for supply to another trader or for making clothing. 

Voupons are required for all sales to retail customers. 

(4) Fox fur skins, whether dressed or undressed, now become 

honed.

1943-44 CLOTHING COUPONS 
No. 20 ORDER 

Under the Consumer Rationing (No. 20) Order, 1943 (8S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 1025, price 1d.) made by the Board of Trade, coupons 
from the 1943/44 Clothing Book may be used before they become 
generally valid, but only in the following circumstances : 

(1) in accordance with a Direction authorising their use issued 
by the Board of Trade, 

(2) for surrender to the Board or to a person acting as their 
agent under an arrangement approved by the Board. 

The Board’s concession to wearers of essential civilian uni- 
forms is an example of the type of arrangement referred to.

ADDITIONS TO “ BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 10) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 969, price 3d.) which 
comes into force on 27th July, containing 261 additions to the 
‘** Black List” of traders abroad with whom it is unlawful to 
have dealings of any kind. Persons owing moneys to, or holding 
or managing the property of specified persons are reminded that 
they are under statutory obligation to report particulars to the 
Custodians of Enemy Property. 


ADVICE TO SHIPPERS

Acceptance of Traffic_—Except at the Ports mentioned below 
Unit Controllers are responsible for the acceptance of con- 
trolled traffic originating within their particular territories. 
They will not accept for road movement any traffic which they 
are satisfied can reasonably be conveyed by another form of 
transport, i.e., rail, canal ,or coastwise shipping. If a consign or 
isnot satisfied with their decision he has the right to appeal to 
the District Transport Officer either directly or, if a Government 
Department is interested in the traffic, through the local trans- 
port official of that Department. 

At the ports of Bristol and Avonmouth, Cardiff and Glasgow, 
Liverpool, including Birkenhead, Manchester, Newport and 
Swansea, the Area Road Haulage Officer and not the Unit 
(ontroller deals with the acceptance of all controlled traffic 
«x ship or transit shed or warehouse within the dock area. 

Traffic must be offered to the appropriate Area Road Haulage 
Officer or Unit Controller ; for example, traffic to be collected 
in Nottingham cannot be dealt with by a Unit Controller in 
london—only by the appropriate Unit Controller in Nottingham. 

Commercial consignors may continue to offer their traffic to 
hauliers with whom they have been used to doing business. 
The haulier will have to consult the Unit Controller or Area 
Road Haulage Officer before he can say whether the traffic 
tan be accepted, and he will only be able to quote a rate after 
be has obtained one from the Unit Controller. Traffic dealt 
vith in this way will be invoiced directly to the consignor on 
behalf of the Minister by the controlled undertaking providing 
the particular Unit Centre. 

Clearing Houses, etc.—Consignors can use the services of 
dearing houses, freight agents, etec., who are not holders of 
carriers’ licences. In such cases the Road Haulage Organisation 
will recognise these firms as agents of the consignor and will 
invoice the agent at the normal rate, without commission or 
bate, chargeable to a consignor. Such agents will, of course, 
be entitled to charge their consumers for services rendered to 
them. i 

Conditions of Carriage.—All traffic carried by the Organisation 
will be accepted under the Minister’s Conditions of Carriage. 
Similar conditions will apply to general goods accepted for 
carriage by controlled haulage undertakings for distances of 
less than 60 miles and also for parcels and “ smalls ”’ accepted by 
them. Controlled undertakings will in many cases already 
have sent copies of these conditions to their customers. Copies 
an be obtained from any office of the Road Haulage Organisa- 
tin. These conditions do not apply to abnormal loads or 
tmovals of household furniture and effects (see “ Traffic not 
Controlled ”’). 

All consignments of controlled traftic will be covered by the 
Minister’s Delivery, Consignment and Receipt Notes (Forms 
RH/M/2b, c and a). The Organisation cannot accept con- 
ignors’ individual documents nor arrange to obtain or give 
teeipts for goods other than on these documents. 

Claims.—Claims in respect of loss or of damage to goods must 
te made on the carrier whose name is shown on the above- 
mentioned notes and not to Ministry offices. If, however, the 
goods were carried in a vehicle belonging to a Government 
Department, or one of the Services, the claim should be sent 
fo the Ministry of War Transport, Road Haulage Organisation, 
Berkeley Square House, London, W.1. The Minister has made 
comprehensive arrangements for insurance of goods in transit to 
wver the liabilities laid down in his Conditions of Carriage.

Institute of Physics 


The Report of the Institute of Physics for 1942 which has 
just been issued shows that special attention has been given by 
its Board to urgent questions concerning the training and supply 
of physicists needed for war purposes. The Board is able to 
record with gratification that its views not only coincided in 
almost every respect with those of the Government’s Technical 
Personnel Committee, but were being embodied in measures 
that were being taken. A good deal of attention has also been 
given to considerations concerning the best way of ensuring to 
intending physicists after the war an education that will enable 
them to make their fullest contribution to the service of the 
community. A Report on this matter was prepared by a sub- 
committee under the Chairmanship of Sir Lawrence Bragg and 
its report has been approved and adopted by the Board of the 
Institute and has recently been published. It represents the 
considered views of teachers in the Universities and Technical 
Colleges and of the Heads of Government and Industrial 
Research Establishments. 

The Report records a record increase in Membership of the 
Institute. The normal activities of the Institute and its Branches 
have continued with but little modification on account of war 
circumstances. Among the new activites recorded as the estab- 
lishment of an Electronics Group of the Institute, and of the 
Joint Council of Professional Scientists, of which the Institute 
is one of the principal constituents. Exchange of information 
concerning physicists and their relation to the war effort has 
continued between the Institute and the American Institute of 
Physics.

British Standards Institution 


The Annual General Meeting of the British Standards Institu- 
tion was held on 20th July following a luncheon at which the 
Rt. Hon. Hugh Dalton, M.P., President of the Board of Trade, 
was the principal guest. 

The Chairman, Sir Percy Ashley, K.B.E., C.B., said that 230 
new and revised British Standards had been issued during the 
past year. The total number of British Standards now in use 
numbered 1,500, all of which could be consulted at the Library 
of the Institution, where copies of Overseas Standards are also 
available. 

In the course of his address the Chairman said that the consti- 
tution of the Institution provided flexibility and adaptability 
which had enabled it to make a powerful contribution to national 
efficiency, a contribution all the more effective because in the 
main it had been devoid of any element of compulsion but had 
been based on the principle of consent and voluntary co-operation 
with Government encouragement and assistance but without 
Government control. 

He added: “TI believe that those industries which have been 
long and closely associated with the development of the Institu- 
tion recognise fully the advantage of having a single, inde- 
pendent, national standards organisation. But those others 
which are only now beginning to consider the opportuneness of 
the time for a standardisation programme covering types and 
sizes, trade terms, definitions, and performance standards, may 
feel that the preparation and promulgation of standards is a 
matter of domestic concern and should therefore be carried out 
by their individual trade associations. There has also been some 
tendency for Government Departments to do standardisation 
work in their own ways and on their own lines. I believe that 
both these courses are wrong in principle, and that the best 
results for any industry, and certainly for the industry of the 
nation as a whole, will be obtained only if all this work is carried 
on within a national organisation such as the British Standards 
Institution which can co-ordinate and guide all such action to a 
common end.” 
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Dr. E. F. Armstrong, F.R.S., the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, in presenting the accounts, explained that during 
the year under review the contributions to the expenses of the 
Institution amounted to £53,000, which was an increase of 20 
per cent. over the previous year. The distribution of British 
Standards had gone up 57 per cent. As the contribution made 
by His Majesty’s Government depended on the extent to which 
industry contributed he trusted that with the ever-widening 
scope of the work more industrial firms would become contri- 
buting members. 


HOUSEHOLD PAINT FOR EXTERIOR USE 


The above British Standard, B.S. No. 1124, has just been 
issued by the British Standard Institution at the request of the 
Ministry of Works in order to provide paint for the maintenance 
and protection of private property. Realising that considerable 
damage with a corresponding financial loss would result from 
deterioration of property, the Government has considered it wise, 
in the national interest to make paint available for the purpose 
of preserving property. A limited amount of the necessary 
materials is accordingly being released by the Supply Depart- 
ments concerned for the manufacture of the paint. The paint is 
only for outside use where there has been deterioration due to 
exposure and should be applied only to areas where the existing 
paint film has worn off. The whole of the outside of the 
building should not be painted unless this is absolutely neces- 
sary. The paint will be made in four colours, viz., cream, green, 
brown and chocolate, and will be sold in 1 pt. and 1 qrt. con- 
tainers. It has been necessary to use coal-tar naphtha as the 
solvent and as a result the paint may have a somewhat un- 
pleasant odour. This is an additional reason why it should not 
be used for inside work.

CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded 
copies of Memoranda Series D No. 47 T.C. 128 and T.C. 129, 
issued by the Department of National Revenue, which contain 
the following information: By Order in Council P.C. 5261 of 
29th July 1943 the following new Tariff Item is established, 
effective 15th June 1943. 

850. Ethyl] benzene for use in Canadian manufactures—British 
Preferential, Intermediate and General Tariff—Free. 

By Order in Council P.C. 5198 of 29th July 1943 glue n.o.p. 
(see ex-Tariff Item 232) is exempt from Customs duty when 
entitled to British Preferential Tariff treatment and is exempt 
from Customs duty and the war exchange tax when subject to 
Intermediate Tariff Treatment. 


Grenada 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Customs 
Duties (Amendment) Ordinance, 1943, dated 10th April, which 
provides in effect for the reduction of the General rate of duty 
on boots, bootees, shoes and overshoes, slippers and sandals of 
all descriptions made wholly or partly of rubber, balata or gutta 
percha (except where the outer part of the uppers, apart from 
stitchings, fastenings or ornaments, is made entirely of leather or 
leather and elastic) (Item 15 (a) in the Grenada Customs Tariff) 
to 15 per cent. ad val.

BUDGET RESULTS FOR 1942 

The Report of the Ministry of Finance in the fiscal year 1942, 
submitted to Congress on Ist June, states that the period closed 
with a deficit: of 249,100,000 pesos (compared with 261,500,000 
pesos in 1941), which must be added to deficits aggregating 
507,200,000 pesos in the previous four years. Expenditure, 
apart from that of autonomous Institutions and the cost of crop 
purchases, totalled 1,526,100,000 pesos, of which 1,250,800,000 
pesos should have been covered from cash revenue and 
275,300,000 pesos from the sale of bonds. Actually, cash revenue 
was only 1,001,700,000 pesos. The Public Debt increased by 
459,400,000 pesos (of which 292,900,000 pesos corresponded to 
consolidated debt and 166,500,000 pesos to floating debt) and at 
3lst December 1942, was 6,243,300,000 pesos. Of this sum 
5,113,100,000 pesos represented consolidated debt and 
1,130,200,000 pesos floating and short-term debt. The service 
of the Public Debt in 1942 cost 258,800,000 pesos. 

The Report proceeds to state that the Government’s exchange 
profits in 1942 were only 90,200,000 pesos, against 114,600,000 
pesos in 194] and 201 million pesos in 1940. The diminution, it 
is claimed, reflects the progressive decline of foreign trade, 
Moreover, expenses paid out of the Exchange Profits Fund 
increased from 70,200,000 pesos in 1941 to 214,400,000 pesos in 
1942. Customs Revenue in 1942, was nearly 200 million pesos 
lower than in 1938, the last pre-war year, all other taxes, 
however, gave a greater yield, thus largely compensating the 
decline from Customs Duties. 


Brazil 


1943-44 COFFEE CROP 

Although it was widely believed that the Conference of the 
Brazilian coffee-producing States, recently held in Rio de Janeiro 
would adopt a resolution abolishing “ sacrifice’ and similar 
quotas, nevertheless it was finally decided to impose a general 
and uniform “ Sacrifice’ (Equilibrium) Quota of 15 per cent. 
on all Brazilian coffee despatched during the 1943-44 season, 
The quota is to consist of saleable coffees not inferior to type 8 
or containing more than 1 per cent. of impurities, and it will be 
taken over in the Interior by the National Coffee Department 
against payment of 2 cruzeiros per bag. All coffees appertaining 
to the Equilibrium Quota are to be destroyed, except those 
used for propaganda or industrial purposes, while coffee held in 
guarantee of the Coffee Realisation Loan will also be destroyed 
as it becomes released by half-yearly redemptions of the Loan. 

Among others resolutions adopted at the Conference—most of 
them following the pattern of those of previous years—was one 
permitting new plantings of trees as from Ist July 1943, for the 
duration of the coffee Convenio, which will remain in force until 
30th June 1945. Although plantings have been permitted, it is 
many years since new plantings have been allowed. 

A fresh difficulty facing the grower is now the scarcity of 
sacks. Although sacks are invoiced to the exporter at the fixed 
price of Cr. 5°35 per sack, the grower in the Interior has to pay 
Cr. 7:50 each or even more for new sacks while the demand is 
such that even used sacks are selling at or about Cr. 6 each. 

The resolutions taken at the above-mentioned Coffee Con- 
ference have so far had no marked percussion upon activities in 
the Santos market, which continues very quiet. The only 
business transacted—on a very small scale—has been in the 
better quality coffees, which still remain the only grades in which 
the United States Commodity Credit Corporation shows any 
interest, whereas the market for the lower grades is practically 
dormant. The unofficial curb market basis price for Santos 
type 4 is still nominal. Nevertheless, coffee exports through 
Santos during May 1943 constituted the best monthly total 
for some considerable period, the figure of 671,068 bags com- 
paring with 369,889 bags in April 1943 and with 417,045 bags in 
May 1942.

The funds for this committee it is proposed to obtain by 
levying a cess (local tax) of Rs.3.2.0. per, ton, equivalent to 
Rs.0.2.6. per cwt. on the copra crushed. 


WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX 


The wholesale price index for June issued by the Department 
of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Calcutta, is 310 
compared with 325 for May.

Canada 


AGRICULTURAL PROSPECTS 1943 


Food rationing and scarcities in Canada and the United States 
have perhaps for the first time driven home the fact that the 
Dominion’s agricultural resources, great though they are, are not 
inexhaustible. In the past two years unusually favourable 
weather conditions have permitted production of bumper crops 
of food and other farm products, yet the demand from the armed 
forces, the Allies and from increasing home consumption has 
been so great that local and, indeed, general shortages have 
arisen. It is, therefore, with particular interest that Canadians 
watch crop prospects for the year 1943. On the whole the season 
throughout Canada is from two to three weeks later than usual, 
as a result of cold, wet weather. 

As a result of the rapidly increasing demand for a widening 
variety of farm products, the Canadian Government last 
December held a conference at which representatives of pro- 
vincial departments of agriculture and farmers’ organisations 
met to discuss a production programme for 1943. These dis- 
cussions took into account Canadian domestic requirements, 
the needs of the armed forces, commitments to Great Britain, 
and undertakings with respect to other export markets. On this 
basis, objectives for Canadian agriculture were drawn up (see 
the ““ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 24th July, page 277). 

Complete information is not yet available to indicate how far 
the delayed spring weather has affected plantings of grains and 
other vegetable crops. On the basis of farmers’ intentions to 
plant, it would appear that the objectives in most grains and 
root crops would be met. 

Weather conditions in the Prairies have not been entirely 
unsatisfactory, although rainy weather and low temperatures 
have delayed operations and retarded germination. Recently 
temperatures have been much higher and work on the land has 
been going ahead rapidly. Generally speaking, except in Mani- 
toba, operations are from one to two weeks later than at this 
time last year. In accordance with the Government programme 
of reduction in wheat acreage, farmers’ intentions to plant indi- 
cate that 1943 wheat acreage will be fully 15 per cent. that of 
1942. Acreage seeded to coarse grains will be higher, that of 
oats 10 per cent., barley 13 per cent. and flax 30 per cent. 
Private estimates indicate that the acreage planted to wheat 
is larger than the Government reports but considerably below 
that of 1942. These private reports also indicate a slightly 
lower acreage planted to oats, barley and flax than Government 
estimates, but here, too, they indicate acreages above those 
of 1942, 

GRAIN CROPS 


These reports on acreages sown or to be sown to the major 
grain crops in the Prairie Provinces indicate strikingly the 
drastic change which wartime conditions have induced in the 
agricultural economy of Canada. Wheat is no longer pre- 
‘minent, and for the first time this year acreages being sown to 
coarse grains exceed that being sown to wheat. The expansion 
of livestock production throughout the Dominion has had an 
important bearing on this change-over to coarse grains. The 
gteatest proportionate increases in production of livestock, 
Poultry and butter have occurred in the three Prairie Provinces, 
and this has been most notable in hog production. The number 
of hogs on farms in Western Canada on Ist December 1942 was 
4,333,000 as compared with 1,194,000 in 1938. 
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Movement of 1942 grain from the Prairie farms has been slow 
and stocks still on farmers’ hands are very high. In order to 
relieve the situation the Government recently increased the 
maximum wheat quota from 14 to 15 bushels in order to ensure 
delivery of the full 280 million bushels—which the Government 
had agreed to buy from this last crop. Movement of grain both 
to Eastern Canada and the United States has been delayed by 
transportation and weather difficulties. Severe weather during 
the winter delayed shipment by rail, and the late opening of 
navigation on the lakes has not permitted large quantities of 
grain to move by this route. Exports to the United States have 
been fairly extensive. From Ist August 1942 to 6th May this 
year 35 million bushels of oats and 144 million bushels of barley 
were shipped to United States destinations. Under an agree- 
ment made a year ago the United States agreed to accept surplus 
feed grains from Canada. In spite of the record crop of grain 
harvested in the United States last year, the greatly expanded 
consumption of feed grains in that country make it appear that 
all surplus feed grains in Canada will be absorbed in the United 
States. In fact, the United States Government has been pur- 
chasing wheat in Canada for use as feed in the Eastern States. 

The spring in Ontario and Quebec is one of the latest in 50 
years, and if seeding is delayed beyond the end of May there may 
be a serious shortage of some food crops. Up to 24th May only 
from 5 to 20 per cent. of anticipated acreage had been sown, 
the amount depending upon local ground conditions. On lighter 
soils a larger proportion of planting had already been done, 
while in some low-lying areas it is reported that practically no 
work has been achieved. The lateness of the season is inducing 
another difficulty in that rapidly maturing varieties of such crops 
as oats and soybeans must now be sown and available supplies 
of seed of these varieties are not plentiful. The moist spring has, 
however, had a beneficial effect upon pasture. Growth of per- 
manent pasture and recently sown alfalfa has been good, and this 
will improve prospects for pasture feeding of livestock during 
the summer. Supplies of protein feeds are, however, scarce, and 
transportation difficulties have interfered with shipments of 
feed grains from the Prairies. It is anticipated, however, that 
livestock goals will be approximately attained. 


FRUIT PROSPECTS 


Fruit prospects for 1943 are not expected to equal those of 
of 1942. Frost damage to peaches and apricots is reported heavy 
in Ontario and British Columbia. It is noteworthy, however, 
that this damage has been largely confined to fruit buds for the 
current season and that the trees have not been affected. Other 
tree fruits, notably apples, are in fair condition, although 
blossoming in parts of British Columbia has not been con- 
sistent. If the peach crops are seriously short a readjustment 
in the amount of other fruits to be canned may be necessary in 
order to provide a reasonably adequate supply of fruit next 
winter. The late spring has also delayed vegetable planting in 
Ontario and British Columbia, and some reduction in output is 
anticipated. The labour situation is expected to reduce the 
crops of vegetables for canning, and the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture has increased the subsidies for tomatoes, corn, peas 
and beans to ensure a supply of canned vegetables for next 
winter. 

POTATO CROP 

Total holdings of potatoes in Canada are lower than those of 
last year, but the bulk of the stocks are held in the Maritime 
Provinces, and as a result of transportation difficulties during 
the past winter shortages have occurred in a number of districts 
of the Central Provinces. According to the Government report 
on farmers’ intentions to plant there will be a slight increase in 
the potato crop this season but not as large as would be necessary 
to meet the increased requirements. Substantial increases are 
reported from the Maritime Provinces. Farmers in Prince 
Edward Island report an increase of 6 per cent. while in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick the increase will amount to 10 per 
cent. A substantial increase is also anticipated in Quebee and 
Alberta, with smaller gains in the other Western Provinces. A 
decline in anticipated plantings is reported from Ontario ; the 
early crop may be as much as 25 per cent. below normal but a 
larger crop of winter varieties will partially offset this reduction.— 
Royal Bank of Canada, Montreal. 


Uruguay 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1942 


A recent statement by the Ministry of Finance indicates that 
tht total value of Uruguay’s exports—based on permits utilised— 
in the year 1942 was 57,811,669 U.S. dollars as compared with 
70,846,000 U.S. dollars in 1941, while imports—based on clearance 
permits granted—totalled 63,688,578 U.S. dollars as against 
63,135,000 U.S. dollars a year earlier. The balance of trade 
last year, therefore, was unfavourable to the extent of 
5,876,909 U.S. dollars as compared with a favourable balance 
in 1941 of 7,711,000 U.S. dollars.

EFFECTS OF PAPER RESTRICTIONS 

The Twenty-fourth Annual General Meeting of Wiggins, Teape and Co. (1919) 
Limited was held on 16th July in London. 

Mr. W. L. Farrow, the deputy chairman, presided. 

The following are extracts from the Chairman’s statement circulated with the 
report and accounts :— 

As the war has proceeded, the supply of materials has become more and more 
difficult. The year under review has proved to be the most difficult in that respect 
since the war began. This has led the Government to promulgate further orders 
in which the use of paper for many purposes has been further restricted and 
limitations have been prescribed affecting the thickness of paper which can be 
used for several purposes. The most important of these, from the point of view 
of our company, are the limitations in the size and thickness of paper which can 
be used for letter headings, companies’ annual reports and accounts, cheques, 
and dividend warrants. 


MAINTENANCE OF QUALITY 

It has continued to be our policy to maintain the high quality of our products 
as far as possible, and no effort is spared to make the best use of the materials 
available to us. The export of paper from this country has been largely curtailed, 
and our export business has in consequence been severely affected. 1 am glad to 
say, however, that we were carrying substantial stocks at our branches abroad, 
which were built up during the period when shipping was available. We are 
supplementing these stocks, as they are drawn upon, by shipments of paper from 
ig We are thus retaining our connections and the goodwill of our customers 
abroad. 

With the assistance of our laboratory staffs, both routine and research, we 
have been able to develop further products for the war effort. I referred last year 
to the important help we receive from our merchanting subsidiary, Allied Paper 
Merchants (W. T. and Co.) Limited. That company has again during the past 
year been of great assistance, both as regards the maintenance of our production 
and the stocking of our papers. It is my duty and pleasure to thank our staff 
and employees for their loyal work and co-operation during the past year, which 
proved to be a difficult one in many respects. 


CHANGES IN THE ACCOUNTS 

I now propose to refer to the more important changes in the accounts that 
are before you, compared with those for the year 1941. The summary of balance 
sheets appearing on pages 4 and 5 presents the financial position of our group of 
companies. The total of the specific reserves at £674,961 shows an increase of 
over £200,000 due to the substantial increases in the income-tax reserves and in 
the reserves for contingencies and deferred repairs. 

The increase in the total of the current liabilities is due entirely to the very 
large increase in the amount due to the Inland Revenue for taxation. The only 
other item calling for comment is the large increase in the holdings of British 
Government securities and the cash at bankers. Included in the British Govern 
ment securities are considerable holdings of Tax Reserve Certificates which are 
available for meeting onr liabilities for taxation. 


DIVIDEND OF 7 PER CENT. 

On page 6 will be found the statement of profits for the year 1942. It will be 
observed that the increase in the trading sree is more than offset by the increase 
in the provision for taxation. Some reductions in the items of expense, however, 
enable the net profits of our company to be maintained at the same figure as for 
the year 1941. e net profit of £222,685 enables us to maintain our total dividend 
on the Ordinary shares for the year at 7 per cent. and to provide a transfer of 
£50,000 to contingencies reserve with a slight increase in the carry-forward. 

The report and accounts were adopted.
